These  words  of  advice  written  by  a  great  saint,  have  a  special  meaning  for  Doys 
who  are  about  to  be  called  men.  They  can  make  the  business  of  growing  up  much  less 
painful,  and  they  can  make  you  better  men. 


One  of  the  pains  of  adolescence  is  to  suffer  conflia  with  or  feel  rebellion  towards 
authority.  As  a  child  your  decisions  were  made  for  you  by  your  father  and  mother. 
As  a  young  student  discipline  and  obedience  were  imposed  upon  you  by  both  your 
parents  and  teachers.,  Gradually,  however,  you  began  to  mature.  There  awoke  in  you 
a  desire  to  choose  for  yourself,  to  be  responsible  for  your  own  actions.  But  just  as  your 
growth  to  maturity  is  a  quiet  process  coming  slowly  with  the.  years,  so,  too,  must  your 
attainment  of  freedom  be  gradual.  Some  boys  at  this  stage  —  as'if  to  prove  that  they 
are  not  mature  —  become  rebels.    And  rebels  never  love  what  they  rebel  against.

Another  pain  of  adolescence  is  the  discovery  of  self,  your  uncertain  and  disquiet- 
ing self.  When  you  were  children  your  life  was  joyous  and  peaceful  because  you 
possessed  what  is  proper  to  a  very  small  child,  security  in  loving  and  being  loved. 
When  you  are  adults  you  will  have  a  less  simple  and  childlike  peace,  but  still  a  very 
real  p>eace,  in  living  your  vocation:  whether  as  a  married  man  doing  his  job  and  loving 
his  family,  or  as  one  of  Christ's  soldiers  doing  His  work  and  loving  Him  in  all  families. 
But  now,  growing  up,  you  have  lost  the  child's  peace  and  have  not  gained  the  man's. 
AH  possibilities  of  success  and  failure  open  out  before  you.  All  your  conflicting  de- 
sires and  hopes  out  clamour  one  another.  And  behind  your  confident  features  and 
brave  front  you  see  what  you  are  and  you  are  afraid.  But  to  fear  is  to  lose  hope  of 
getting  something  you  need.  Your  Father  Who  is  in  Heaven  knows  all  your  needs. 
Trust  Him  and  His  strength  will  support  your  weakness.

General  Information 


Location.  —  St.  Michael's  College  School 
is  situated  at  the  corner  of  Bathurst  and  St. 
Clair  Ave.  W.  It  can  be  easily  reached  from 
the  Union  Station,  and  from  any  part  of  the 
city  by  connection  with  Toronto  street-cars. 
The  address  is  St.  Michael's  College  School, 
St.  Clair  Ave.  W.  at  Bathurst,  Toronto  10, 
Ontario. 

System  of  Education.  —  While  holding 
firmly  to  the  best  sanctioned  methods  of  the 
past,  St.  Michael's  College  School  also  pays 
due  regard  to  the  clearly  established  results  of 
modern  pedagogy.  Its  curriculum  of  studies  is 
in  conformity  with  the  recommendations  of  the 
Department  of  Education.  Since  Honour  Ma- 
triculation is  now  required  for  entrance  into 
the  University  of  Toronto,  the  average  student 
will  take  five  years  to  complete  his  High 
School  course.  St.  Michael's  College  School 
is  an  approved  Private  School. 

Moral  and  Religious  Training.  —  Mere 
book  learning  and  mere  intellectual  training 
are  not  sufficient  in  themselves  to  build  up  a 
firm  Christian  character  in  the  boy.  To  accom- 
plish this  aim,  it  is  necessary  to  ground  the  stu- 
dent in  Christian  principles  and  to  give  him  a 
systematic  drilling  in  the  practice  of  Christian 
virtue.  To  attain  this  end  there  is  a  graduated 
course  in  Christian  Doctrine;  and  a  religious 
atmosphere,  through  daily  Mass,  frequent 
Communion,  an  annual  retreat,  and  various 
Religious  Societies,  is  thrown  around  the  stu- 
dent's life,  so  that  each  boy  is  thoroughly 
schooled  in  practical  Catholicity.  Day,  week, 
and  month  are  so  arranged  as  to  allow  nothing 
but  good  influences  to  work  upon  the  mind. 
Special  stress  is  laid  upon  the  power  of  prayer. 
Boys  are  encouraged  to  begin  and  end  every 
act  of  life  with  prayer.  Class  hours,  study, 
alternating  with  carefully  supervised  free  time, 
result  not  only  in  keeping  young  minds  and 
bodies  actively  engaged  almost  all  the  time, 


but  also  supply  for  the  intervals  when  not  so 
engaged,  healthy  topics  of  interest  and  conver- 
sation. 

Retreat.  —  Ehiring  the  year  three  days  are 
set  aside  for  the  consideration  of  the  welfare 
of  the  soul.  Spiritual  instructions  and  exercises 
are  given  by  some  experienced  preacher  and 
the  boys  spend  their  time  in  the  silence  of  med- 
itation and  prayer. 

The  junior  years  are  the  critical  periods  in 
a  man's  life.  The  Retreat  may  be  called  a  halt- 
ing place,  where  the  boy  takes  his  bearings, 
traces  out  the  road  which  Providence  has  de- 
signed for  him,  and  receives  the  necessary 
directions  for  the  journey. 

It  forms  the  climax  of  the  religious  life  of 
the  year  and  frequently  the  turning  point  in  a 
boy's  career. 

A  STUDENT  FAILING  TO  MAKE  THE 
RETREAT  IS  NOT  CONSIDERED  DESIRABLE 

Home  Study.  —  The  schedule  at  the  Coll- 
ege is  so  arranged  for  resident  students  that 
there  is  ample  provision  for  study  periods,  dur- 
ing which  all  themes  may  be  written  and  all 
recitations  prepared.  With  regard  to  non-resi- 
dent students,  we  earnestly  request  parents  and 
guardians  to  insist  that  their  charges  devote  at 
least  two  hours  to  home  study.  No  parent 
should  be  so  gullible  as  to  accept  excuses  or  "ex- 
planations" for  consistent  neglect  or  diminution 
of  this  study  period.  It  is  useless  to  expect  good 
results  unless  sufficient  time  is  given  to  home 
study,  so  that  the  topics  explained  in  class  may 
be  thoroughly  mastered.  The  school  Author- 
ities exhort  parents  to  co-operate  with  them  in 
developing  habits  of  patient  and  thorough 
study,  so  necessary  a  preparation  for  the  work 
of  the  upper  grades.  Parents  are  invited  to 
confer  from  time  to  time  with  the  Principal  or 
Home  Room  Teacher  regarding  the  progress 
of  their  sons. 


Whenever  a  student  is  detained  at  home 
for  any  class  period,  parents  should  notify  the 
Assistant  Principal  by  telephone,  preferably 
between  8.30  and  9.30  a.m.,  of  the  same  day. 
Upon  his  return  to  school,  the  student  should 
bring  a  note  of  explanation  from  the  parents, 
specifying  definitely  the  time  during  which  the 
boy  was  legitimately  absent.  These  notes  are 
necessary  for  our  files. 

Parents  are  informed  that,  except  in  cases 
of  extreme  urgency,  students  will  not  be  allow- 
ed to  leave  their  school  duties  to  answer  tele- 
phone calls. 

The  school  assumes  no  responsibility  for 
books  or  other  articles  which  may  be  lost.  A 
locker  for  books  and  clothing  may  be  secured 
at  a  reasonable  fee. 

Any  student  who  fails  to  make  the  annual 
retreat  will  be  dismissed  as  undesirable.  Miss- 
ions, retreats  or  Forty  Hours'  Devotions  con- 
ducted in  the  home  parish  are  not  considered 
as  substitutes  for  the  Students'  Retreat. 

Since  the  students  are  here  with  the  Basilian 
Fathers  only  in  trust,  it  is  quite  reasonable  that 
the  parents  should  co-operate  with  the  school 
in  every  possible  way  to  further  the  progress 
of  their  own  children. 

Each  student  is  considered  as  far  as  possible, 
an  individual  case;  any  suggestion  made  by 
parents  will  always  be  treated  with  respect. 

Examinations  and  Reports.  —  Term  ex- 
aminations are  held  at  Christmas  and  Easter, 
and  the  final  examination  in  June.  Within  a 
few  days  of  the  completion  of  these  examina- 


tions, a  report  of  the  work  and  attendance  of 
the  student  is  sent  by  mail  to  the  parents. 
Parents  are  earnestly  requested  to  manifest  a 
practical  interest  in  the  progress  of  their  sons 
by  examining  these  reports  carefully  and  by 
the  adoption  of  emphatic  measures,  should  the 
record  of  the  term's  work  be  unsatisfactory. 

In  order  to  be  considered  in  "good  stand- 
ing" in  the  yearly  promotions  from  class  to 
class,  a  student  must  obtain  at  least  sixty  per- 
cent (60*/^-)  of  the  total  marks  obtainable, 
and  not  less  than  fifty  percent  (50 /^j)  in  each 
subject.  A  student  who,  at  any  period  of  the 
year  shows  himself  unfit  for  his  class,  wall  be 
placed  in  a  lower  class  or  requested  to  with- 
draw from  the  school. 

The  School  Day.  —  Classes  begin  at  9 
o'clock  in  the  morning  and  continue  until  3.00 
in  the  afternoon,  with  an  intermission  of  40 
minutes  at  noon  for  luncheon.  During  this  time 
no  student  is  allowed  to  leave  the  school  prem- 
ises without  the  express  permission  of  the  Assis- 
tant Principal. 

Transfer  or  certificates  will  not  be  granted 
to  those  students  whose  account  with  the 
Treasurer  are  unsettled. 

No  student  will  be  received  from  another 
school  unless  he  furnished  credentials  duly 
signed  by  the  authorities  of  such  school. 

Resident  Students.  —  The  daily  routine  is 
so  arranged  for  resident  students  as  to  provide 
amply  for  their  spiritual,  intellectual,  and  phys- 
ical development.  The  rising  .hour  is  7  o'clock. 
Holy  Mass  and  breakfast  follow  in  order. 
After  breakfast  a  brief  recreation  is  enjoyed. 


The  regular  day  then  follows  as  already  out- 
lined. At  3  o'clock  the  students  are  free  to 
recreate  on  the  campus.  Then  follows  a  study 
period  from  4.30  until  5.30.  Supper  is  served 
at  5.30  o'clock,  after  which  another  hour  is 
devoted  to  recreation.  The  evening  study  period 
extends  from  7.00  until  9.00.  At  the  close  of 
study,  night  prayers  are  said,  and  then  the 
students  retire  to  their  beds. 

About  once  a  month,  marks  and  conduct 
being  satisfactory,  and  the  Assistant  Principal 
having  been  notified  in  each  case  by  the  par- 
ents, a  student  may  spend  from  3.00,  Friday, 
until  5.00  p.m.  Sunday  at  his  home. 

All  minor  expenses,  as  for  books,  stationery, 
e;c.,  are  on  a  strictly  cash  basis.  Hence  each 
student  should  be  kept  supplied  at  all  times 
with  sufficient  funds  to  meet  current  expenses. 
Nothing  spoils  a  boy  so  effectively  as  extrava- 
gance in  this  matter.  It  is  most  unwise  for  boys 
to  carry  large  sums  of  money  about  with  them. 
The  College  will  not  pay  bills  contracted  by 
students. 

Day  Students.  —  Parents  are  requested 
to  co-operate  with  the  school  authorities  in 
seeeing  that  their  sons  are  always  clean  and 
neat  about  their  person  and  their  clothes.  In 
journeying  to  and  from  school,  each  boy  must 
wear  a  collar  and  tie  and  suit  coat.  In  inclem- 
ent weather,  topcoats  and  overcoats  are  in 
order.  Sweaters,  jackets  of  every  description, 
are  forbidden,  except  during  recreation  per- 
iods. 

Though  the  school  authorities  are  not  re- 
sponsible for  the  conduct  of  students  while 
journeying   to   and   from  school,   nevertheless. 


any  boy  who  is  reported  for  misdemeanours 
on  the  street  or  street-cars,  will  be  expelled 
from  the  school. 

Athletics.  —  Sports  will  always  be  a  great 
influence  with  the  normal  boy.  Good  health, 
the  foundations  of  which  are  laid  in  youth,  are 
rightly  considered  an  important  help  to  serious 
study  and  a  valuable  asset  for  success  in  after 
life.  For  this  reason,  all  healthful  forms  of 
athletics  are  encouraged  by  the  school  author- 
ities. Nevertheless  it  is  our  firm  conviction  that 
athletics  come  second  to  academic  endeavour. 
At  no  time  should  sports  interfere  with  daily 
class  work.  Parents  are  exhorted  to  see  to  it 
that  the  athletic  activity  of  their  sons  does  not 
interfere  with  their  home  studies.  Prudent 
parents  will  not  permit  their  sons  to  partic- 
ipate in  any  athletic  endeavours,  or  to  belong 
to  any  athletic  organizations,  without  the 
express  sanction  of  the  school  authorities; 

Insurance.  —  All  students  registered  at  St. 
Michael's  are  covered  by  accident  insurance. 
The  coverage  is  granted  with  respect  to  an 
accident  while  on  school  premises  during 
school  hours,  or  while  away  from  the  premises 
but  under  the  supervision  of  teachers  or  author- 
ized persons.  ($5.00  deductible  on  all  claims). 

Dress.  —  The  Semi-Uniform  introduced 
September,  1954,  consisting  of  a  Spwrts  Jack- 
et, Shirt  and  Tie  continues  obligatory  for  all 
students  in  1955.  The  Jackets  may  be  pur- 
chased at  the  school  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Fall  term.  This  apparel  will  be  worn  to  and 
from  school  and  in  the  classrooms  throughout 
the  day. 


Fees  and  Expenses 

DAY  STUDENTS 

Tuition  for  the  year  is  $1 15.00.  Tuition  fees  are  payable  half  yearly  in  advance,  $57.50  upon  entrance  in 
September,  and  $57.50  on  January  10th. 

If  a  student  withdraws  during  a  term,  no  refund  is   made. 

New  students  are  requested  to  forward  $5.00  registration  fee,  which  will  be  credited  to  the  regular  tuition 
fee.  This  fee  is  not  refundable  should  application  be  withdrawn. 

RESIDENT  STUDENTS 

The  year  is  divided  into  two  terms.  The  fees  for  board,  room  and  tuition  are  payable  half  yearly  in  advance, 
on  entrance  in  September  and  on  January  10th. 

Fees  payable  on  entrance   $362.50 

Fees  payable  on  January  1 0th $362.50 

N.B.  —  Any  considerable  rise  in  living  cost  may  necessitate  some  increase  in  fees  for  board  and  room. 

REMARKS 

All  payments  should  be  made  to  the  Treasurer. 

Fees  are  payable  on  the  first  day  of  each  term,  and  in  no  case  will  a  student  be  kept  whose  fees  are  not 
paid. 

No  deduction  is  made  for  absence,  except  in  case    of  protracted  illness. 

No  student  will  be  accepted  unless  payments  are  made  in  advance. 

For  a  period  of  time  less  than  a  full  term  the  charges  are  as  follows:  Board,  room  and  tuition  per  week, 
$20.00;  per  month  $80.00.  Tuition  only,  per  month,   $12.00. 

Credit  will  not  be  given  to  any  student  whose  debts  to  the  school  remain  unpaid.
